' A Fter an InveQtive of Twenty Pages againſt Phanaticiſm, 
"A and an Hundred Compliments to the Saints of the Ca- 
tholick Church, of which Mad, Frenzical, Brain-fich, &c. are the 
moſt endearing Epithetes ; as if. the Gent/eman had loſt his 
Breath, he ſtops of a ſuddain, and'thus very gravely reads the 
Indictment againſt St. /gnatius: | 
In forming this Inquiry, I ſhall begin with the Qualities ne- 
ceſſarily requifit to compleat an affefted Enthuſiaſt ; among which 
an ardent Defire of Glory, "and immoderate Ambition, obtain the 
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St. I6NaT1us no Phanatichk, <+&* 
t0 the Follies and mp of Enthuſiaſm, dexy to kine- 


ſelf the common Benefits 'of Life, and undergo Poverty, Naked 
eſs, Hunger, and a thouſand other Inconveniences incident to that 
Profeſſion, if he were not tranſported with a violent Ambition. 

I confeſs ingenuouſly, thar Pride is a neceſſary Ingredient 
to make a Phanatick ; but that ſuch a Self-denial as you men- 
tion, 1s incident to Men of that Profeſſion, is, in. my Opinion, 
a moſt groundleſs Aſſertion. No Man in Exg/and, I believe, 
is fuch a Recluſe, as not to be acquainted with ſome of that | 
Perſwafion; and yet I dare affirm, That no Body can point 
me out any conſiderable number of thoſe Profelytes of Phanati- 
cifm, who ever eſteem'd Voluntary Poverty, Nakedneſs, Hunger, 
and a Thouſand other Inconveniences, to be neceſſary Compli- 
ments of their Religion. Indeed, the Church of Eng/and ſeems | 
to be- convinc'd, that a Renunciation of thoſe Common Benefits | 
of Life, is an eſſential part of their Obligation; and therefore, 
mov d with a Pious Indignation to ſee Þ Chritias Dutzes laid 
aſide, thought fir (ſome Years -paſt)to call ſtraying Phanaticts 
to a ſevere Account, for the Contempt” of fo laudable a Tenet. 
She tormented their Bodies with loathſom Priſons, for the good 
of their Souls, drain'd their Purſes with Weekly and Monthly 
Fines; and, in fine; forc'd them to-undergo Poverty, Nakedneſs, 
Hunger, and a Thouſand other Ficonveniences incident to that Per- 
ſmafron, Nay, the no leſs Provident, than Pious Mother-Church, 
went further : She knew full well, that Zuman Nature is trail; 
and that Men are far more prone to Fall, than'to Riſe; and for 
this Reaſon, She judges it moſt convenient to keep the Rod = 
(v#z, the Penal Laws) in her Hand, that now and then, with 
a gentle Laſh, She may admoniſh them of their Duties, F- 
verty, Nakedneſs, &c: And 'tis for this end too, that She {tickles - 
for the Teſt, leſt poor Pharnaticks, by intruding themlelves 
into gainful Offices, ſhould cut a new Channel for their Ambi- 
tion to run in, and pride rather in Opa/ence, than in rhe wanÞ 
of the Common Benefits of Nature. | 

It being then no Principle of our Enz/iſh F hanaticks, to _ = 
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their Ambition with ſuch an Averſion from the Creature, as ra- 
ther to _ their naked Backs to-publick View, their $/0- 
wnachs to the inward Knawings of a biting Zuger, rather 
than enjoy it: Without doubt, * wy piercing Genius has found 
"out a new Se, which Modeſty commands you to. conceal. 
But tofatisfie the Reader's Curioſity, and to contribute as much 
as Lam able to the Increaſe of your Reputation, and the Credit 
of that pure Charch, of which you are a ſpotleſs Member, I ſhall 
communicate your Diſcovery ; that the World may be Witneſs 
as well of your Ptety, as of your Railery : And that I may ex- 
phin your Meaning without all Debate, let the Reader take 
notice of your Words: For none would proſtitute the Dignity of 
his Nature, &c. deny to himſelf the common Benefits of Life, and 
«ndergo Poverty, &c. if he were not tranſported with a violent 
Ambition. So that, if we do but form one Syllogi/m, this new 
Diſcevery will lie at the Tail of it: Thoſe who deny themſelves 
the common Benefits of Life, who undergo Poverty, &cc. have the 
firſt Quality to compleat -an Enthufiaſt. But, The _s the 
Primitive Chriſtians, and to be ſhort, Chriſt himſelf did deny 
themſebves the common. Benefits of Life. Ergo. Chriſt, and his 
Apoſtles, &tc. had? the firſt Quality to compleat an Enthufraſt. 
This is a Diſcovery worthy indeed of a Juliay, or Porphye 
rius; but, for my Life, I cannot find one _ to cover your 
Impiety. 1f it be a piece of Phanaticifſm, to leave All for Chrift's 
fake, to obey our Great Maſter's Counſel, we acknow 
the Accuſation, and plead Gui/ty : Bur if it be a Crime of the 
firſt Magnitude, to turn Chri/?'s Life, and his DoQtrine into Rai- 
leries ; Sir, let me tell you, You ſtand heavily guilty at God's 
Tribunal, and will infallibly bear the ſmart of your Blaſphemy 
in the next World, unleſs you learn to repent 1n This. 
But, perchance, you will tell me, That to quit all Workd- 
ly Pretenſions, to deny ones ſelf the Common Benefits of Life 
meerly for Chrift's fake, is Praiſe-worthy : But that St. /qne- 
tins's Poverty ſprung from a Principle as far different, as Am- 
bition is remote from Humility. So 'tis not preciſely the Ex- 
6 terior 
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terior Train of Se/f-Denial, which qualifies him for a Phana- 
tick; but Interior Ambition; Prove then, Sir, That Ambition 
was the firſt Motive of all St. gnatius's Auſterities. He is about 
it: where he uſhers in his Proof with a Diviſion of Ambiti- 
on, t6 ſhew he loves to take things from the bottom. 
Tgnatins (fays he) was in a moſt Co manner tndud with 
this Heroick Quality, and that both Natural and Acquir'd. 1 
ſuppoſe, Sir, the Natural Temper of a Man's Body is no more 
4 Crime, than the Natural Features of his Face ; becauſe nei- 
ther the One, nor the Other falls under a Free Election ; which 
is # neceffary Requiſit to frame a Sin.

1 
challenge all the Mirifters in England, to fhew the World fo 
viſible Marks of Ptety in their Order, or ſo manifeſt an Evidence 
of Divine Approbation: No, they have found fo many cor\-

which makes me think, he is no ſuch Enemy to it :- For People 
ralk of That moſt, which they love the beſt ; and often dif- 
praiſe thoſe very Things, they moſt paſſtonately dore on. What 
then has he yer to ſay? He Reveal'd one Day to Polancus ſeve- 
ral Favours GOD had beſftow'd on him; and pray'd earneſtly, 
That Eguia mizht mot out-live him, leſt he ſhould diſcover to the 
World, what he knew of the Sanity of St. Ignatius: This is, 
as I conceive, your Meaning, though not your Words. To 
take a view as near as we can of the Streſs of your Argument, 
let us ſtand on the Right Side: S?.

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Reſolution 2 If therefore ſuch a Confidence be not the neceſ- 
fary Reſult of a Phanatick Pride, find ſome other Argument to 
back your Afſertion, or confels you are miſtaken in your Charge, 
In fine, Sir, When you feel Ecſtatical Tranſprts of Divine 
Love, when you work Miracles, and bring me ſufficient Wit- 
neſles to render them Credible ; although you proclaim your 
yr at Paul's Croſs, T will not lay down my good Opinion 

of your Humility, but rather increaſe it. 
The Second. Qurity requiſit to make a compleat Enthufiaſt, 
ſays our Author, 1s Ignorance, and Weakneſs of Underflanding :

T muſt interrupt the Gentle- 
man's Definition, with an &c. for I have loſt almoſt my Breath, 
and ſhall, I fear, quite, if I proceed. I take it for a Definition 
freſh. jumpt out of Mr. Zeb5s's Mint ; and indeed, the whole 
Book is ſo full of Atheiſtical Daſhes, that I am perſwaded, the 
Author has ſerv'd his m— under that great Maſter of 
Atheiſm. T muſt take the Whole into Pieces ; for, 1 confeſs, 
I dare not encounter with ſuch a Orowd of Noxſexſe together. 
Enthufiaſm (ſays he) conſiſts in pretending to Divine Viſtons, 
and extraordinary Illuminations, after Chriſttanity is fully ſettled.

Secondly, He advan- 
ces a Step forward, and tells us, He has juſt Reaſon to ſuſpet, 
that they have put that Principle in praftice, by forging the grea-

This he proves, becauſe Ribadenveira omitted to recount, for 
want of fufficient Teſtimony, thoſe Miracles in his Firſt Ed» 
ri0n, which he ſets down in his Second; Item, Becauſe Maffeins 
leaves out many other wonderful Attions, - that they are not ſuffici- 
ently certain.

That they did nor intend, for the Honour of their Founder, ro 
impoſe on the Readers ; nor to augment their own Sirs, by in- 
creaſing St. {gnatins's Miracles.
